Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Brown suggested to amend claim 1 by adding the phrase "water 
insoluble finish" within the material limitations of claim 1 . He feels that the prior art Cates is silent and teaches away 
from water insoluble finishes to aramide fibers. The examiner will need to review the arguments presented by the the 
Applicants to arrive at this same conclusion, thus would appreciate a column and line reference indicating the teaching 
away from water insoluble finishes. To over come the rejection over English, he suggested to incorporate the material 
limitations of claims 27 and 28 into claim 1. However, the examiner suggested that washing (as recited in the instant 
claim 27) and scouring (as taught by English) are probably obvious over one another; and a better amendment to claim 
1 would be to incorporate the material limitations of the claims not rejected over English into claim 1 . Ghorashi 
reference was not discussed..
